(May 5-6).

Tanner will have to contend with the 
likes of Al Gunter, Mel Lacher, Gene 
Romero, Dan Haaby, Chris Draayer, 
Mert Lawwill, Ralph White, Dick Ham- 
mer, Eddie Mulder, Jack Simmons and 
Sid Payne.

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KICK OUT CRASHBARS 


COMPULSORY HELMETS, TWICE 
REJECTED, WILL PROBABLY PASS

Thanks toa swarm of angry telegrams 
and the personal appearances of major 
executives in the motorcycle industry. 
the California State transportation com- 
mittee decided last week to amend the 
proposed motorcycle *'Safety Law.'' 

Before the first hearing of the contro- 
versial A.B. 978, CYCLE NEWS was 
able to alert enthusiasts to the impend- 
ing legislation in time for public opinion 
telegrams to be sent, opposing the ill- 
considered bill. At the first hearing 
last week the riders’ position was fur 
ther stated by Mr. Paul McCrillis, Gov- 
emment Relations advocate for the 
M.S. & A.T.A. Trade Association, 

What finally killed the ridiculous 
crash-bar requirement was the testimony 
of the Chief Officer of the Highway 


Patrol. Called to defend their value as 
“safety” devices, he admitted that the 
CHP installs crashbars on their motor- 
cycles to protect the bike, and not the 
rider, in case of a spill. 

Other odious or illogical requirements 
went through the Committee unscathed. 
Our protests fell on deaf ears, as the 
Chairman of the Committee, Assembly- 
man Foran was also author of the bill, 
and he represents San Francisco, an 
area of meager motorcycle enthusiasm. 

We may have a better chance of 
having our needs considered when the 
bill is heard in the Senate Transport- 
tation Committee. a 

The bill contains many provisions 
which are good, and some which may 
not be good, but probably inevitable. 
It seems pretty certain that the compul- 
sory helmet part will pass. 
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QUESTION: I’m thinking of taking 
up road racing as a hob- 
by. Could you tell me what is the 
best way to begin? I am 33 years 
old, weigh 180 Ibs. and my wife is 
against it. My riding experience so 
far has been just 3,000 miles on a 
50cc Suzuki. —N.E., Altadena, 


ANSWER: First get the MRS. on your 
team. She’ll probably have 
to help you more than you both real- 
ize. Teach her to ride, if you haven't 
already. Then strip down your 50 
and correct any mechanical dis- 
orders. When you put it back to- 
gether, leave off the parts that make 
jt a street bike, including the han- 
dlebars, lights, fenders and covers. 
Bolt on a pair of clip-ons available 
from your dealer and haul it out to 
the once-a-month road racing school 
at Whiteman Air Park (watch the 
Calendar of Events in Cycle News). 
They'll teach you the fundamentals. 
By that time Cycle News will 
have run severalarticles telling how 
to super-tune a 50. If you follow 
those instructions on your bike, all 
you’ll need is to invest in a suit of 
leathers (a helmet, gloves & goggles 
you should already have) and do 
battle. First event coming up that 
will cater to 50's is the AFM White- 
man Grand Prix May 21. 


QUESTION: Will I get better perfor- 

mance if I use alcohol 
instead of gasoline for fuel?

ANSWER: Not necessarily. Alcohol 
burns with no more energy 
or power than gasoline, in fact it is 
slightly less. The only advantages 
to using alcohol is that a higher 
| cylinder compression ratio can be 
used without experiencing detona- 
tion, and the engine's internal com- 
bustion temperature will be less. 


QUESTION: Recently I rode at the 
District 37 champion- 
ships at Elsinore. Between races I 
watched the events from turn #1 and 
noticed quite a few riders falling, 
hitting the tires and landing much 
harder than they would have if the 
tires weren't there. Why then can't 
Elsinore Raceway move the tires 
back about twenty feet? Most of the 
riders would be able to correct and 
get back on the course, if the tires 
weren't there. With the equipment the 
raceway has the job could be done 
in about an hour and this would save 
afew broken arms and legs. Elsinore 
is a good track but shouldn't this 
turn be fixed on the outside of the 
track? C.K. — Newport Beach. 


ANSWER: Rather than relying upon 

our crystal ball, a call was 
placed to Mr. Chuck Coye, Half-own- 
er in the Elsinore track. Mr. Coye 
stated, "The tires are used to mark 
the track's boundaries for the pro- 
tection and interest of both riders 
and spectators. If the tires were 
moved back or forward twenty feet 
the track would of course be en- 
larged or shortened." Those tires 
are the least dangerous objects.

Are the Dodgers charged admission 
to enter Dodger Stadium on the night of 
a game? Did Graham Hill have to pay at 
the gate in order to race at Indianapolis? 
Why must the riders pay $1.50 in order 
to be admitted to a race track? 

There is something which must be 
realized by the co-ordinators of the 
event. The spectators come to see men 
and their bikes in competition. The other 
riders and I were providing the enter 
tainment and, hence, provided the moti- 
vation behind the appearance of the 
spectators. It borders on the ludicrous 
to make the contestants pay to be 
watched. 

Here, then, is one of my suggestions: 
why not mail a pit pass, receipt, or 
other proof of payment of the $3.00 
entrance fee, to those who have paid to 
race by mail? Those who neglect to 
mail their fee would then be charged 
$4.50 (the price of admission plus the 
entrance fee) as a post entry. 

Finally, though danger is an extreme- 
ly important facet of racing and provides 
test of courage, it seems silly that 
races were restarted and men injured 
because of “Killer turn.” While I am 
definitely opposed to the removal of a 
challenging section, I feel that an es- 
cape runaway for those unable to suc- 
cessfully make the turn would be quite 
helpful.

A large crowd of motorcycle enthusiasts huddled together at Ascot Park, 
on a cold and windy Saturday night, to watch Evel Knievel and his cohorts in 
a two hour motorcycle stunt show. The show was the firstin a series of a 
nationwide tour of his new Stunt Show of Stars, which will wind up with a 


jump over a Las Vegas hotel. 






Firewall Crash 


Knievel's crew set up three plywood 
walls in front of the grand stand and 
then set them ablaze. As the flames 
leaped into the night air, for a moment 
it was not quite as cold in the stands, 
and the undisputed star of the show, 
Evel Knievel, fired up his bike, took a 
running start, lowered his Bell Star 
helmet and blasted through the three 
burning walls. Butch again approached 
Evel and told him that his stunt was 
nothing. So Butch again played co-pilot 
to Jimmy Cook as he drove his car over 
a ramp and through a wall of fire. It was 
a similar stunt to this one that put 
Butch in the hospital a year ago with 
severe burns, and Saturday was his first 
appearance with the show since then. 

After a short intermission, Jimmy 
Martin got the show underway by driving 
a car over a ramp and landing on top of 
a parked car. This stunt Jimmy calls a 
sidewinder and is one of the stunts that 
has made him famous. Butch, the worlds 
littlest stunt man, climbed on his mini- 
bike and prepared to drive through what 
he told Knievel was a brick wall. After 
several passes, Butch powered his mini 
into the wall and took quite a spill. As 
it tumed out, the wall was not brick, 
but as Butch said, “It felt like one", 
and everyone was sure it did, because 
Butch broke his collar bone, There was 
much applause as the ambulance pulled 
out taking Butch to the hospital, but a 
nervous silence enveloped the crowd as 
they waited for the next act. 

Swede Savage and the Ascot Queen, 
put the crowd back in spirits as Swede 
drove his Triumph through the little 
white outehouse while Miss Ascot was 
powdering her nose. 





Ramp to Ramp Jump 


At this point of the show, Butch was 
to make a ramp to ramp jump on his 


mini-bike, but since he was unable, 
Miss Ascot consented to make it for 
him. As the Queen soared from ramp to 
ramp she failed to land on the seat on 
touchdown, and this was a real crowd 
pleaser.

Wheelie Exhibition 

The first stunt of the evening fea- 
tured Knievel, Mulder, Van. Leeuwen 
and Savage in a wheelie exhibition. 
They rode their Triumphs the entire 
length of the straightaway on the rear 
wheel one.at a time, then two side by 
Side, and then topped it off by making a 
run four abreast. Then Joe Monfort got 
into the act by lying on his back with a 
board across his stomach, and Mulder, 
Van Leeuwen and Savage used him as 
a human ramp as they powered their 
machines over him. Little Butch told 
Evel that he didn’t think that was too 
great, so he rode co-pilot with Jimmy 
Cook in a truck, and they again used 
Joe for a ramp as they drove the truck 


over him. 
Chute Failure 


Rod Pack, the talented aerial stunt 
man, made two attempts at riding a 
parasail behind a car, but they were 
unable to get the chute into the air, so 
Rod rode the Ascot oval the hard way, 
on the seat of his pants. It turned out 
not to be Rod's night, because as he 
attempted his second stunt, which was 
& jump from the top of a sixty-six foot 





pole, the top spike came out in his hand 
ashe climbed up. Rod did jump however, 
but he was a few feet short of the top 
when he dove off and landed on his 
back on a huge block of foam rubber. 


The highlight of the night was Evel's 
ramp to ramp jump over the length of a 
semi-truck and trailer. As he prepared 
for the jump, the crowd was so quiet 
you could hear teeth chattering in the 
cold wind. Knievel first ran his machine 
past the ramp on a tachometer run, then 
&.second run was made for a speedo- 
meter reading. On his third run, he rode 
to the top of the ramp and looked things 
over. The fourth run was the real thing, 
and he hit the ramp full bore and sailed 
over the truck and trailer, and landed on 










































the other ramp with room to spare. As he 
left the ramp, a chute popped open from 
the rear of his machine and pulled his 
bike to a halt. 


1920 Ascot Queen 


Evel got the show under way by in- 
troducing his star studded cast, which 
included three of the nation’s top motor 
cycle racers, Eddie Mulder, Skip Van 
Leeuwen and Swede Savage. Also in the 
line-up was parachutist Rod Pack, 
Evel’s little sidekick, Butch Wilhelm 
and three auto stunt men, Jimmy Martin, 
Jim Cook and Joe Monfort. Last to be 
introduced was what Evel dubbed the 
1920 Ascot Queen. Wow! This fugitive 
from the human race could put Leaping 
Lena in line for Miss International 
Beauty. Little Butch Wilhelm, proving 
himself to be quite a clown, received a 
roar of laughter from the audience as he 


lined up the three motorcycle stars for a 
photo and then made the mistake of 
putting his head under Miss Ascot's 
dress instead of the black cloth draped 
over the camera. 


The final event of the show was an 
automobile destruction derby which was 
so boring, I don't even care to discuss 
it other than to say that the mania did 
occur. 

I hoped to get a few words from Evel 
after the show, but he was surrounded 
by a large crowd of autograph hounds, 
and my wife was freezing, so we waved 
good-by to Evel Knievel and his motor- 
cycle daredevils.

CYCLE RIDERS DIVIDE OPENING 
RACE LAURELS 


Local riders had to share the laurels 
with a contingent from Northern Califor- 
nia at the season-opening scrambles 
held at Coos Bay, Oregon, April 23, 1967. 

While the two-wheelers from the south 
took ten out of twenty-three places 
awarded overall, Curly Baker of North 
Bend, and Jake Jones of Winchester Bay, 
upheld local prestige with victories in 
the *A* main 175 and 100cc classes.

There were a lot of racers, more in fact than ever before at Fresno last 
weekend and there were many that left with a promise to return. Bruce Miller 
of Long Beach, Calif., gave handicap starts to twelve of the local area street 
and gas machines and brought home the trophy and cash for Top Bike. His 


Harley Davidson Sportster turned a best of 12.14 — 111.00 miles per hour. 


Tony Dodge and his “Super Bike” 
were entered as contenders without 
much hope for awards, but this did not 
defeat Tonys foremost goal of owning 
the world's fastest and quickest street 
machine. The Super Bike record is now 
11.36 seconds at 128.20 miles per hour 
and it was backed up with almost identi- 
cal runs time and time again. 

The first race for top fuel placed 
Tony into contention with Bob Ebeling's 
Triumph fuel bike and Ebeling won the 
round turning 10.88 seconds and 122.00 
mph. 

Sonny Raslawski was suffering an- 
other day of troubles with the Harley- 
Davidson Sportster and faced *Flustra- 
tion,” the twin engine Triumph of Mur- 
ray and Cook. When the bikes were fired 
up, Sonny's sounded like it had a bad 
case of hiccups and was shut off on the 
line. Jim Cook rode the Flustration on a 
single run of 9.88 elapsed time and 
128.38 mph. 


New E.T. Record 


Dark horse entry was McEvoy and 
Martinez' "El Toro." No one expected 
what was about to happen, in fact as 
the twin engine Triumph left the start- 
ing line it bogged slightly, then gathered 
a few mm and dashed through the traps 
for a new world record of 9.25 seconds! 
Unbelievable, not possible, a motor- 
cycle?!! The crowd felt sure a mistake 
had been made but the clocks were 
checked and the performance verified! 

Further runs did not back up the 
record and to make it official, McEvoy 
and Martinez will back it up at another 
strip. : 

Tony Dodge and Sonny Raslawski 
were out and only three bikes remained. 
Since McEvoy & Martinez had soloed on 
the previous round of top fuel, they 
were committed to race in contention 
this time. Jim Cook and Ebeling called 
the toss of a coin and Ebeling won a 
single run while the two doubles fought 
it out for the quarter mile. 

Each machine was staged and the 
countdown came to green and Martinez 
and Cook hard off the line. Suddenly the 
Flustration balked and stuttered while 
“El Toro* charged on to a victorious 
10.19 — 152.54. 


Final Round 


The final round was called as Ebel- 
ing and Martinez waited in the staging 
lanes. As they gathered speed approach- 
ing the starting line, the bikes cast off 
and fired without fail. Up to the line and 
the lights began. At the green the single 
was out front, but it took only a short 
distance and the double regained the 
power that was.being burnt in rubber 
smoke and stormed ahead to a top fuel 
victory at 9.87 — 156.52. 

There were many fine bike entries 
with elapsed times ranging well into the 
12 and 13 second brackets. The most 
impressive was the twin engine Sportster 
of Doug Watson. The drive sprocket on 
the front engine stripped its keyway and 
left only one engine to drive with. The 
connecting primary chain was removed 
and the machine raced to a 13.10 second 
elapsed time, at 101.50 miles per hour. 
If Doug gets all four of those cylinders 
pumping, we may see the world's fastest 
gas bike yet.

Frank Wheeler then took over the 
lead. (Frank, incidentally, is taking an- 
other long trip on his Hodaka; this time 
а 7,000-mile round trip to Anchorage, 
Alaska, starting May 11.) 

It was Frank Wheeler still leading at 
the end of the first lap, with Tom Ruddy, 
on his Van Tech, and Jack Morgan, on 
his Hodaka, both pushing him hard. 
Wheeler also led it on the second lap, 
but ran into engine trouble, which en- 
abled Ruddy and Morgan to pass him. 

Tom Ruddy and Jack Morgan then 
diced the entire last lap but neither 
would give in. They were wheelsto- 
wheel all the way around the course and 
up to the last left turn before the pits, 
but Ruddy pulled away from Morgan in 
the last quarter-mile stretch and won by 
20 feet.

Suzuki Success Story 


The predecessor firm of Suzuki Motor 
Company was founded in 1909 by Michio 
Suzuki, under the name of Suzuki Loom 
Works. In 1920, the firm was reorganized 
into Suzuki Loom Manufacturing Com- 
pany and capitalized at $1,389.00. A 
new plant was completed in 1939 in the 
suburbs of Hamamatsu. 

In 1954 the company name was 
changed to Suzuki Motor Company, fol- 
lowing two years of plant transition and 
trial manufacture of a bicycle motor. In 
1955, production of a first 125cc motor- 
cycle and a 360cc two-stroke truck 
Started up.In the following year, a 250cc 
motorcycle was added to the product line 
and capital increased to $1,389.000. 

Shunzo Suzuki succeeded the original 
founder as president of Suzuki Motor 
Company in 1957, and has continued to 
serve in that office up to the present. 

In 1958, the company tooled up for 
mass production of two-stroke motor- 
cycles in the 50cc, 125cc and 250cc 
classes. 

Two years later, Suzuki participated 
in the Isle of Man Tourist Trophy Race 
for the first time and scored top ratings 
for all of its entries. Also in 1960, the 
company increased its capital to 
$4,166,667. 

In 1961, Suzuki Motor Company com- 
pleted a new plant in Toyokawa for the 
‘production of 360cc Suzulight trucks. 
Capital was increased to $8,333,333. In 
the same year the company’s first over- 
seas office was opened in London, 
England. 

In 1962, Suzuki Motor Company en- 
tered the international Grand Prix races 
for the first time and won the coveted 
Manufacturers’ Championship. This per- 
formance was repeated in three consecu- 
tive years, and in 1963, Suzuki's racer, 
Mitsuo Ito won the Isle of Man TT race 
as the first Japanese winner in the 50cc 
class. 

Also in 1963, the company moved its 
London office to Brussels, Belgium, 
seat of the Common Market. During the 
same year, Suzuki established a techni- 
cal center in its Hamamatsu industrial 
complex, and established U.S. Suzuki 
Motor Corporation in California. Capital 
was increased to $13,055,556. 

The following year a Singapore office 
was opened to serve the South East 
Asian market, a new main office was 
completed in Hamamatsu, and the com- 
pany inaugurated its 4-mile seaside test 
course, largest in the Far East. 

To cop with skyrocketing export re- 
quirements, Suzuki Packing Company, 
Ltd., was established as a wholly- 
owned subsidiary in 1965. During the 
same year, Suzuki Motor Company геуо- 
lutionized two-stroke engine design with 
its Posi-Force Lubrication System which 
rm the need for mixing gas and 
oil. 

In October of1966 the company moved 
their corporate headquarters to a new 
$1.3 million building in Santa Fe Springs, 
California, and are completing a compa- 
rable building in Cherryhill, New Jersey. 

Suzuki Motor Company conducts busi- 
ness in 60 countries through a network 
of 100 distributors and 15,000 dealers.

With a record amount of professional 
racing in the state and a record amount 
of tracks, the South Gate and Ascot 
courses could well serve as the best 
training grounds for new and future 
riders. 

The Ascot idea is the best one yet 
to let people know what AMA, the clubs, 
and the sport is all about. Now we can 
again sit back and see if politics will 
enter into the picture, or some of the 
little jealousies that have shot other 
good things down in the past.
